| and outlaws In Scott county. Virginia, 


reached Knoiville through a. long dis- 
tance telephone message from Jones- 
horo, Tenn. Five members of tbe 
sheriff's, posse were killed, two other 
possemen were injured, and Jim 
Wright, an escaped Hancock county, 
Tenn., 'murderer, was shot aad cap- 
tured. 
Wright was under a life sentence 


for murder and escaped from thcs 
state prison at Prushy Mountain two 
years ago. He returned to his haunts 
ia Hancock county and there defied 
the officers, although there was a re- 
ward of 1500 for his arrest. Not long 
after his return home Sheriff Lagere 
of Hancock county was shot from am- 
bush and killed. The crime -was 
charged to Jim Wright, John Temple- 
ton and the latter's brothers. Its al- 
leged motive was that bagcre killed 
the father of the Templetons. Recent- 
ly officers have been planning to trap 
Wright in his home, and he, together 
with John Templeton and other mem- 
bers of his gang, crossed the state 
line Into Virginia. They have- been in. 
Scott county about a month. 


The sfleriff organized a strong posse- 


and attempted to arrest them. The 
outlaws had-'''been . notified;" anfl"-.* 
pitched battle resulted. In addition to 
the five of the sheriff's posse killed, 
Deputy Sheriffs Joe Moss and Sam 
Wax were wounded. Although Wright 
was -wounded and captured, all the 
other members of his gang escaped. 
Thov are now being pursued, but th-e 
mountains of the county afford them 
all possible chaace of escape. 


REPORT FILED

Washington, April 11.—The report 


in the contested election, case of John 
J. Lcntz against Representative Tomp- 
kins of the Columbus (O.) district has 
been filed. It is out of the ordinary 
for the emphasis of the language em- 
ployed.

ror crept into the Times-Democrat's, 
court coluzan last Right which calls 
for prompt correction, although, no 
complaint has been made .by the party 
concerned in the grois but uninten- 
tional ;misrepresentation.
